throughout the county. 

In 1881, a retail store for the 
sale of merchandise was 
established under the 
management of the 
superintendent of the factory. 
Eventually, and one historian 
adds, “to the great joy of all 
concerned,” the mills went onto 
a cash basis. 

However, produce was still 
frequently accepted in exchange 
for woolen goods, and was 
transformed to the employes for 


scrip. 

At first, goods were sold only 
in Utah, but in 1876 the company 
enlarged its business 
transactions by buying wool for 
the eastern market, and this 
increased its revenue. 

In 1879 the flour mill was 
destroyed by fire, involving a 
loss of $10,000, and, to add to its 
problems, the government 
required it to pay a federal 
revenue tax on all its -scrip
